There is security in that bill of 
rights. 
It was the work of wisdom 
iii 1875 and it would be a work of 
wisdom in any age. 
The guarantees 
given there are assuring and vital 
to a jxHiple’s progress and happiness. 
When we are called upon to alter 
that 
great 
instrument, 
we 
should 
proceed with caution. 
Constitutional 
amendments are usually prepared 
in 
haste, they are 
run thru a commit­ 
tee hearing in haste, and adopted by 
the legislature In haste. 
But those 
patriots who prepared 
our charter 
(f government took their tim e; they 
studied all the problems confronting 
them ; 
they
